EN that, ehe Six o, and that they Lov x. 
The Charch of God here on Earth bath always allowed it a very lenourable ſhare in the 
Divine Worſhip and Service : No Science but Mus 1c x may enter the doors of the 
Church, ſeith renerabke Bede. The Hymns and ſalts of Moſes and David, {o fexrons 
in the Jewiſh church, are to this day in uſe in the Church of Chriſt. What eftec av our 
bleſſed Saviour had of them, we may read in $2. Matthew 26. 30. where 2” nn Him and 
his driciples ſinging an Hymn: which Learned Doctor Hammond judges ts have contained 
all the Pſalms from the 1.12 to the 119, thoſe being very ſmable to the Soleaunity of the 
Paſchal Lamb. The Diſciples of nur Lord ter Him expreſs Emi thepiotis efieem 
they lau of Singing Praiſes r an holy Duty. St, James adviſeth, chap. 5. v. 13. Is any 
Afflicted? let him pray. Is any merry? let him ſing Pſalms. St. Paul, Act. 16. 25. 
when in Priſon, Sang Praiſes unto God; and in ſeveral of his Epiſtles exhorts the 
Chriſtians to do the like, Eph. 5 19. Col. 3. 16. It were tes tedious to nume rate the 
many Fncommms the Anticnt Fathers have given of the Auſuch uſed in thetr Times in the 
Chriſtan Churches. Holy St. Auguſtine ix his Confeſſion, lib. g. chap. 6. ſpeaks thus 
on his own hñæperie nee Oh! how I wept at the Hymns and Songs, being vehement- 


ly moved with the Voyces, in thy ſweet ſounding Church: Thoſe Voyces did peirce 


mine Ears, and Thy truth diſtilled into my Heart, and thereby was inflamed in me 
a love of Pictic. And lib. 10. chap. 33. When I remember the tears which I pour d 
forth at the Songs of Thy Church, I am now alſo moved with them, and am more 
confirmed in my Approbation of Muſick in the Church. What the practice "was of 
the Eaſtern and Weſtern Churches, even from the dayes of the Apoltles , we find in 
the Church Hiſtory, particularly in Sozomenus and Iſidorus, and moſt fully in Peter 
Martyr. But I think Divine Muſick hath ſuch an Univerſal reputation among 
Mankind, that it hath no Enemies but thoſe whoſe enmity is no reproach. The Churches 
beyond the Seas hive it at this day in great efieem Comenius ſaith , the Bohemian 
Churches have above 700 Hymns in uſe , beſides the Pſalms of David. And now (God 
be praiſed) it is reſtored to its former ſplendor and uſe, in theſe our Churches of England. 
And very deſervedly i: Muſick ſo much honour d by a Church that hath ſo many Delive- 
rances, ſo many Mercies to Sing Gods Praiſes for, And having ſaid thus much of this 
Heavenly Duty, of Singing the Praiſes of God, I ſhall take leave to ſubjoyn a Brief 
Account of the Original of Singing Pjalms in Metre.

| The PREFACE, 
Clement Marriot, Cem of the Bed-Chamber to King Francis the Firft , being 
Excellent in Poetrie, Tranſlated 50 f Davids Pſalms , which being well approved of 
when he came to Geneva, He Tranſlated the other Hundred, and canſed them to be fitted 
to ſeveral Tunes; which thereupon began to be ſung in private Houſes , and by degrees 
to be taken np in all the Churches of the French, and other 1 Nations which 
were of the Reformed ' Religion: In like manner it had its beginning here iu 
England, ſoon er the Reformation, about the Tear 1550. in the Reign of King 
Edward the Sixth, Thomas Sternhold, of the Conmy of Hampſhire E,; and of the 
Privy Chamber to King Edward the Sixth, Tranſlated Thirty ſeven f Davids Pſalms 
into Engliſh Metre * the reſt to be finiſhed by Mr, John Hopkins, William 
Whitingham and others; Men whoſe Piety exceeded their Poetry: Tet ſuch as it was , 
it was ranked with the beſt Engliſh Poeſic at that time. The whole Book, of Pſalms being 
thus Tranſlated into Engliſh Metre, and having apt Tunes ſet to them, was wſed and 
Sung only for Devotion in private Families 3 but ſoon after by permiſſion , brought into 
the Churches, being printed and bound up with the Books of Common-Prayer and 
Bibles, with Allowance to be Sung before Morning and Evening Service; and alſo before 
and after Sermons : Ard for many Tears, this part of Divine Service was Skilfully 
«nd Devoutly performed, with delight and Comfort, by many Honeſt and Religious 
people; And is ſtill continued in our Churches, but not with that Reverence and Eſtes 
mation as formerly: Some not eckig the-Tranflation, others not liking the Muſick 3 
both, I muſt confeſs, weed Reforming. Thoſe many Tunes formerly nſed to theſe Pſalms; 
which for excellency of Form, Solemm Ayre, and ſutableneſs to the Matter of the Pſalms; 
are not Inferiour io any Tunes uſed in Forreign Churches: But at this day the Beſt, and 
almoſt all the Choice Tunes are loſt, and out 'of uſe in our Churches: nor muit we 
expe it otherwayes ," when in and about ibis great City, in above One hundred 
Pariſhes, there is but few Pariſh Clerks to be found that have either Ear or Underſtand- 
ing to Set oneof theſe Tunes Muſically as it ought to be Is having been a Cufiom durin 
the late Mrs, end fince, to Chuſe men into ſuch places, more for their Poverty than Skil 
and Ability ; #h:reby this: part of God. Service hath been ſo ridiculouſly performed in 
oſt places, that it is now brought into Scorn and Deriſiam by many People : God in his 
good time move the Hearts of thoſe whom it concerns hereaſter, to Chuſe ſuch men as 
may perform this duty to his Glory and the Honour of our Religion, As it i, well

'S Therefore through the Aſſiſtance of Almighty God, I have undertaken the publication 
ef this Work, hoping it will in ſome meaſure reſtore this part of Gods Service to its 
former Honour and Eſteem, and be uſeful to many well diſpoſed and Harmonious Chriſti- 
ans. Herein I have Selected all the beſt and Choiceſt Tunes that have been formerly uſed to 
the Pſalms in Metre, both the Short and Long Tunes, to the Number of Forty ſcyem, ſetting 
«ll th:ſe Tunes to their proper and uſual Hymns and Pſalms, with variety of 1ranſlations 
to every lune: The Common Tunes are all Printed in the Tenor Part, and in their 
proper Key, with the Baſle under each Tune, as convenient to be Sung to an Organ, Lute, 
or Viol. And to have this Muſick more ſull and Solemn, I have Compos d to them two other 
Parts, viz. two Contratenors. All Four Parts moving together, being Com ſed to Mens 
Voyces, and each Part in ſuch a Compaſs of Notes as may be perfeeniadanad ordinary 
Voyees : And in ſuch places where there is Treble Voyces, thoſe may Sing the Tenor or 
Common Tunes. Al! which, to the beſt of my Skill, I have endevoured to make as plain 
and uſeful as ſo Solemn a Work doth require. Nor have I followed the Method of any 
Books of this Kind, formerly publiſhed : Thoſe _ Curioſity deſire ſatiifaiFion in this

- Laſtly, ar tothe Choice of the Tranſlations of theſe Select Pſalms and Hymns, the 
Palms are aoſt of the Common Tranſlation, ſuch as were uſed to theſe Tunes; yet with 
the adventure of ſore ſmall Amendments in ſome places For I muſt Confeſs xo Sober 
and Serious Chriſtian can look on this Tranſlation but with ſorrow and pity, that ſo 
Heavenly and Divine apart of Scripture ſhould be wrapt up in ſuch Courſe and Thread- 
bare Language: But its Antiquity and Long uſe in our Churches, hath. taken ſucb 
deep Root in the Memories of the Common ſort of People , og it will be of ſome aifficulty 
to plucl it up and plant a better Many have attempted it by their more refit d Ir anſ- 
lations, but as yet none of them received into publick uſe amongſt which, Two lately 
publiſhed, viz. one by the Right Reverend Pious and Learned Dr. Henry King late Lord 
Biſhop of Chicheſter, ( whoſe memory, as obliged, I ever Honour.) The other. by that 
worthy Gentleman, Mr. Miles Smith, yet Living : Both theſe Tranſlations of the Plalms 
into Metre, for Edegancy of Stile, Smoothneſ5 of Language, and ſut ableneſs to the Muſical 
Tunes, far excell the former; and it were to be wiſhed, that one of theſe Tranſlations, 
(if Authority thought fit, ) might be allowed and uſed in our Churches And this may 
be eaſily done, It being the cuſtom at this time for the Clerk to read every Line to the 
People before it is Sung; who may without any diſturbance, Inform the Congregation, that 
according to a more refin'd Tranſlation, they are to ſing ſuch a Pſalm; the Common Tunes 
agreeing exactly to theſe as they did to the old. . 

Wherefore ſome few Pſalms ont of theſe two Tranſlations I have made wſe of in this 
Book ; and ſome other excellent Tranſlations of ſeveral Plalms which were never printed 
till now. Tothoſe which are 2 there is H. K. Thoſe of Mr. Smiths, M. S. 
Thoſe with G. H. are ſuppoſed io be Mr. George Herberts Moſt of the Hymns were 
collected out of an unknown (but no doubt a Pious and Religions) Author. The Work
